The  Urban  District  of  Dalton- in-Furness  is  situated  in  the  North  Western 
part  of  the  County  of  Lancashire  adjoining  the  County  Borough  of  Barrav-in- 
Fumess  aiid  the  North  Lonsdale  Rural  District,  Hei^t  above  Oi-dnance  Datum 
varies  betv^'een  85O  feet  in  the  north-east  to  sea  level  in  the  west.  There 
are  outcrops  of  limestone  in  various  parts  of  the  District  and  in  the  past  there 
has  been  extensive  mining  for  iron  ore  which  has  left  the  surface  considerably 
scarred  and  s ome  of  the  low  lying  areas  flooded  with  v/ater. 

The  chief  industries  are  viscose  manufacturing,  shoe-making,  brick.i^orks , 
clothing  manufacture  and  agriculture,  but  a large  proportion  of  to  male  virorking 
pop'ulaticn  is  employed  in  the  shipyards  and  steelworks  at  Barrav. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

The  principal  vital  statistics  for  the  year  I963  and  for  the  preceding 
five  years  are  given  on  page  two. 

157  births  were  regrstered,  79  being  ma.les  and  78  females,  5 male  and  2 
femle  were  illegiti^aate. 

Apprci'inatel^'  67.5^  of  the  deaths  were  in  persons  of  65  years  of  age  and 
ert/er  and  the  principal  causes  of  death  were:-  Heart  disease  63,  Jialignant 
growths  26,  and  Vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  19.  Of  the  63  deaths 
from  Heart  disease,  32  were  due  to  Coronary  Arte3g7  disease. 
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Adjiisted  live  birth  rate  19^3  (comparability  factor  1,05)  = l6,0  per  1,000 
Adjusted  death  rate  1963  (comparability  factor,  1.06)  = 16,4  per  1,000.

TAIER  SUPFLI 

The  provision  and  maintenance  of  puhlic  water  supplies  throio^phout  the 
District  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Furness  '’vater  Board,  Dalton  in  supplied 
from  Foaka  Beck  reservoii'  and  Ask^n  from  the  Ulpha  intake  of  the  River  Duddon. 

Ko  new  sovirces  of  sup  ly  vvere  acquired  during  the  year  hut  the  main  vira.s 
extended  to  s-up^-ly  the  ne\7  estate  of  private  dwellings  at  Ireleth. 

The  supply  was  satisfactory  in  quantity  and  quality  thr-oughout  the  year. 

3,430  houses  are  now  supplied  direct  from  public  mains,  9 from  standpipes 
and  14  have  private  supplies.

The  sewage  from  Dalton  is  taJcen  to  screening  tanks  near  the  site  of  the  old 
gas\7orks  ^d  the  effluent  is  then  discharged,  to  the  Barrov/  Coiporation  sewerage 
sj'sten.  The  sewa.ge  from  Askam  is  passed  throu^,  screening  ta.nks  and  the  effluent 
discharged  to  the  Duddon  estuary.  Sewage  from  the  hamlet  of  Nevrton  passes  through 
a settlement  tank,  the  effluent  being  discharged,  to  a stream.  The  new  sewage  vrorks 
at  iartin  were  completed  during  the  year  so  that  both  Lindai  and  Martin  now  have 
sewage  disposai  plant  where  full  treatment  is  given  before  discharging  the 
effluent  to  nearby  streams. 

8 houses  have  priAr^’-  middens,  and  another  8 have  pail  closets,  the  remainder 
being  on  the  Avater  carriage  system. 

HOUSING 

Property  in  the  District  is  generally  6O-8O  years  old,  terrace  type  opening 
direct  on  to  the  street.  For  the  most  part  the  houses  are  structurally  sound, 
but  many  are  A'.ithout  modern  amenities  such  as  baths  and  hot  Avater  system.  There 
is  a genera-1  lack  of  damp  courses  but  little  evidence  of  risin  dampness. 

Repairs  and  improvements  are  slow  to  be  carried  out,  A notable  feaiure  is  the 
riAamber  of  houses  which  are  ov/ner/occupied,  this  is  estimated  by  the  Rates 
Department  to  be  70^  of  the  total  hereditaments.  In  addition  a further  17%  are 
owned  by  the  Council. 

A caravan  site  at  Askam  is  licensed  foi"  15  permanent  and  45  holiday  caravans.

Ah'.  Chairman,  Madajn  and  Gentlemen, 

I ha.ve  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  this  portion  of  the  Annual 
Report  on  the  vrark  of  the  Health  Department  and  Cleansing  Service. 

It  is  disappointing  tha.t  this  report  cannot  be  one  sho'/.dng  great 
progress,  in  fact  it  Vva.s  only  possible  to  tr-y  and  keep  pace  with  day 
to  day  routine  matters. 

Having  completed  my  first  year  as  your  Public  Health  Inspector  I 
can  now  report  not  so  much  on  things  that  have  been  achieved  but  on 
the  cdms  for  the  future. 

During  the  yepr  it  became  obvious  that  an  Additional  Public  Health 
Inspector  was  essentieJ-  if  the  duties  end  responsibilities  of  the 
Authority  ’vere  to  be  properly  carried  out,  but  at  the  end  of  the  year 
no  response  had  been  received  to  advertisements  for  this  appointment. 

Generally,  much  more  progress  is  needed  in  Pood  Hygiene  in  the 
district,  in  all  types  of  food  premises,  and  a housing  survey  is  needed 
in  order  to  ascertain  the  number  of  houses  which  could  be  brought  up  to 
a.  satisfa-ctory  sta.ndard  regarding  amenities. 

EviPROVSIvriNT  GHailTS 


The  number  of  applications  for  Standard  Grants  shovfed  an  increase  over 
last  year.  A total  of  73  applications  were  received,  70  of  these  being 
approved  during  the  year.  In  47  cases  the  work  was  completed  by  the 
end  of  the  year.  Once  again  the  grants  v^rere  imde  in  nearly  all  cases 
to  Owner /occupiers,  although  it  was  pleasing  to  note  that  five  landlords 
did  trije  advent a.ge  of  the  scheme. 

212  visits  were  made  to  premises  in  connection  with  grants.

POOD  HYOIENE 

As  mentioned  previously  in  this  report  a great  deal  of  work  is 
nccossaLr3;’  in  this  District  to  bring  the  food  premises  up  to  the  required 
standard.  A complete  survey  of  all  typos  of  food  premises  is  requiird,  but 
it  ha.s  not  been  possible  to  commence  this  during  the  year  because  of  the 
timo-  v.iiich  had  to  be  devoted  to  other  duties  which  are  administered  by  the 
department. 


Detailed  inspections  were  made  of  only  10  of  the  larger  premises 
in  the  to’:-n  and  many  contra.ventions  of  the  Regulations  were  fo-und. 
Improvements  were  obtained,  but  regular  and  frequent  inspections  were 
not  possible.  Only  by  regular  visits  to  all  types  of  food  premises  will 
the  standard  bo  brought  up  to  that  wrhich  is  necessary  and  to  which, .the 
public  are  entitled.

La,st  year  I reported  on  the  unsatisfactory  state  of  t.he  refuse  tip. 

This  year  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  condition  is  much  Reproved,  this 
being  due  to  the  purchase  of  a Refuse  Control  Bulldozer  v^hicli  is  in  regular 
use.  The  tip  is  some  way  out  of  the  tov/n  and  difficulty  is  experienced  in 
preventing  unauthorised  persons  gaining  access  and  on  many  occasions  setting 
refuse  on  fire. 

A weekly  collection  is  mnintai-ned  in  the  district  and  Wo  vehicles 
have  been  in  continuous  use  but  recently  it  has  been  necessary  to  use 
a third  vehicles  on  occasions.  The  nature  of  refuse  is  changing  and 
becoming  more  bulky,  and  next  y-ar  a larger  comp:,  ess  ion  type  vehicle  amll 
be  brought  into  use  which  v/ill  mea.n  a saving  in  time,  at  present  taken  up 
with  fi-equent  journeys  to  the  tip  ’which  have  to  be  made  by  the  existing 
smaller  vehicles,

The  more  routine  work  continued  to  be  carried  out  as  efficiently  as 
possible  under  the  circuistances.  Next  y^ar  will  see  further  no\7 
legislation  which  will  place  a further  burden  on  the  department,  in 
particular  there  v;ill  be  the  Offices,  Shops  and  RaiWay  Premises  Act 
and  possibly  a nc?w  Housing  Act.  It  is  hoped  that  by  that  time  additional 
teclanical  sraff  Y/ill  have  been  obtained  othorv/ise  it  may  prove  impossible 
to  czxry  out  the  statutory  duties  of  the  local  authority,
